CHECK ON ILLEGAL VOTING IN INDIANA. 

Under the Constitution and laws of Indiana 
almost unlimited opportunities are afforded 
for illegal voting. The only residence quali- 
fication required for voting is that the person 
offering to vote shall have resided in any 
part of the State six mouths; no previous 
residence in city, county, ur precinct where 
he may offer to vote is required.. This law is 
peculiarly favorable to the introduction of 
illegal voters from other States, because these 
can be brought in within a few hours before 
the time of voting, and then depart for their 
real homes immediately, giving no time for 
inquiry. It has deen customary for the 
Democrats in the eastern tier of Lilinois 
counties, and from the river counties of Ken- 
tucky, to swarm into Indiana a few days be- 
fore the State elections, and, presenting them- 
selves at rural precincts, vote at the elections 
in that State. 

At the Presidential election of 1876, as was 
subsequently ascertained, at least 10,000 per- 
sons now residents ofthat State voted for 
Tilden and Hendricks, giving the Electoral 
vote of Indiana to those persons. 

After long years of effort the Republicans 
procured the submission to the people of In- 
diana of an amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion requiring a residence of not only six 
months in the State, but also of sixty days in 
the township, and of thirty days in the pre- 
cinct where the vote is offered. This amend- 
ment was adopted by the people, but a 
majority of the Democratic Supreme Court 
was persuaded into deeiding, upon some in- 
vented technicality, that the amendment had 
not been adopted. This left the old loose Elec- 
tion law in force as before, and the Republic- 
ans, in self-defense, have had to adopt a 
measure which to some extent may prevent 
some of the usual fraud, 

The Republican Committee have issued a 
circular to the party managers in every 
township in the State directing that lists be 
made of all persons who have moved into 
such township since April 12, or who may 
move into that township between the present 
time and election-day, to ascertain if possible 
where they had previously resided, and in 
every case where such person has come into 
the State within the six months and shail 
offer to vote to challenge the right of such 
person to vote, and to have him arrested in 
case he shall vote. Wherever there are gangs 
of ten, twenty, or more persons who have 
come into the State within six months, and 
whose purpose to vote is evident, then war- 
rants are to be prepared and they are to be 
arrested, every one of them, the moment 
they shall vote. 

Every preparation is to be made, and if 
these illegal voters cannot be prevented from 
voting, they can at least be arrested and pun- 
ished after they have voted. Here is the cir- 
cular addressed to the local authorities:

Judge Tourgee, whose recent work, “ A 
Fool’s Errand,” has made such a sensation, 
has published a supplement to it under the 
name of The Invisible Empire,” in which 
he prints authenticated statements bearing 
particularly upon the ignorance and conse- 
quent intolerance of the Southern States 
derived from letters he has received since 
the original work appeared written by 
Northern men who are living and have lived 
in the South, from ministers, from ladies 
who have been teaching school there, and 
from Southern men who bave dared to affirm 
the right of free speech and of the free ex- 
pression of opinions. The. brutal exas~ 
perating intolerance of th® South is clearly 
enough shown by these statements. In fact, 
they bring it out mere strongly than ever be- 
fore. Here is a sample which will be almost 
incomprehensible to a Northern reader. In 
Monroe County, Mississippi, a locality which 
has more than once been the scene of the most 
infamous outrages committed upon Repub- 
licans, the County School Board decided 
that no Radical school-teachers should be 
employed any longer in that county, and by 
unanimous vote directed the Superintendent 
to refuse q@ teacher’s certificate to any 
Radical.

Confederate idea that the War was precipi- 
tated by the North and not by the South, and 
he made an appeal to the people to give the 
Democratic party a chance at the effort to 
conciliate the ex-Rebels.

When Mr. Hoyne demands that the Demo- 
cratic party shall have a chance to “coneil- 
late” the ex-Rebels, he intimates that they 
will adopt some different policy from that of 
the Republicans. Mr. Hoyne does not say 
what this policy will be, but it may be in- 
ferred. Allthe Republicans ask ffom the 
ex-Rebels of the South is, that they shall give 
to every citizen, black and white, the civil 
and political rights guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution as it is; that all legal votes shall be 
received and fairly counted, and that all 
Rebel claims for losses and injuries growing 
out of the War shall be abandoned for good 
and all. The ex-Rebels refuse to be concil- 
lated upon these terms. Mr. Hoyne would 
have the people infer, then, that the Demo- 
crats will abandon these terms if they shall 
accede to the control of the Government. 
The conciliation of the Confederates of the 
South will be secured at too great a sacrifice 
altogether, if Mr. Hoyne foreshadows the 
Democratic program correctly. The cost 
thereof may exceed in doliars and cents the 
highest figure which the National debt ever 
reached, and it will certainly involve the 
abandonment of all the principles which the 
Union soldiers fought for. It is not unlikely 
that Mr. Hoyne’s statement of the case was 
an honest one. It is probable that it will be 
approved by the great majority of men who 
cherish the traditional heresies of the Dem- 
ocratic party. It is precisely what the 
Southern Democrats believe in and wih 
exact in ease of Hancock’s election. At the 
same time, this frank avowal is not calcu- 
lated to increase Democratic votes at the 
North, nor to recencile/ the conservative 
business and property in to the pros- 
pects of a Demvecratic victory.

JUDGE TRUMBULL AND HIS $10,000 FEE. 

In his recent speech at Joliet, ex-Senator 
Trumbull, now a candidate for Governor of 
Illinois, referred to the McArdie case, in 
which he appeared as counsel, and for his 
services in which he demanded and. received 
ten thousand dollars from the Government. 
It may be interesting to know the history of 
the McArdle case, with which Mr. Trum- 
bull’s name is inseparably connected. 

McArdle was the editor of a Democratic 
paper in the State of Mississippi, and he was 
arrested, after the War had ceased, by a 
military order and held for trial before a 
military commission upon charges of mak- 
ing pub alleged te be incendiary and 
libelous. .McArdle thereupon petitioned 
the United States Circuit Court of Missis- 
sippi for a wrk of habeas corpus; upon the 
hearing he was remanded to the custody of 
the military authority to be tried. McArdle 
thereupon appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. There a motion was made 
to dismiss the appeal; this was argued 
elaborately, and the Court refused the mo- 
tion, sustaining the right of McArdle to ap- 
peal, 

The case was then heard and argued upon 
its me —fthat is, the authority ofa military 
commission to hold and try a citizen not in 
the military service for the offense charged. 
The decision of the Court on the motion to 
dismiss the case, as well as the tone of the 
argument, led to the impression that the 
Court upon the merits of the whole case 
would discharge McArdle. It was at this 
time that Mr. Trumball, then a Senator and 
then the leader of the Repubiican party in 
all the aggressive legislation of that. time, 
was requested by Gen. Grant, acting Secre- 
tary of War, to appear in the Court to defend 
the military power in the arrest of civilians 
in time of peace and to try and punish them 
for civil offenses. 

Mr. Trumbull was not only a Senator but 
was also at the head of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee and in charge of all legisla- 
tion affecting the jurisdiction and pow- 
ers of the Court. While the Supreme 
Court held the twice-argued Me- 
Ardle case under advisement, and 
pending agreement as to the decision te be 
made, Mr. Trumbull, the counsel for the 
military power, in his character as Senator 
prepared, presented, advocated, and carrted 
through the Senate a bill repealing the exist- 
ing law authorizing the appeal in this case. 
This was the way in which Mr, Trumbull 
proposed to abolish civil liberty, and take 
froma citizen in a case then pending and 
held by the Court under advisement the right 
of being discharged from illegal imprison- 
ment. Mr. Trumbull’s bill read as follows:

As THE returns from the rural districts and 
back townships of Maine come in, the Green- 
back victory—aided by the Democrats—fades 
away.

It was 
supremely funny also to see the hard-money 
Hancock and English Democrats shouting 
over this fiat-money victory, won by 
Greenbackers, as a Democratic victory, 
when not a Democrat had been elected 
to any office. As more of the country 
townsbips were heard from the Greenback 
victory grew smaller by degrees and beauti- 
fully less. Instead of four Congressmen 
they have only elected two,—by the aid of 
Democratic votes,—and instead of one the 
Republicans have elected three members of 
Congress. ‘The Legislature in both branches 
turns out to be Republican by large majori- 
ties, and that secures them the Senator. And 
as to Governor, the majority does not exceed 
a few hundred for either candidate. The 
Republicans are thus seen to have come out 
ahead after all the erowing ot the coalition- 
ists. The striking peculiarity of the result 
is, that whatever offices the Republicans failed 
to secure the Greenbackers got, and the Dem- 
ocrats obtained nothing. They were only 
permitted to smell the mug, but not to taste 
the cider in it.

LOSS Or THE SCHOONER HARVEST QUEEN. 

Another old trap has gone out of existence; 
this time the schooner Harvest Queen, bound 
from Marquette to a Lake Erie port witha oaree 
of iron-ore. The following dispatch, received in 
this city at noon yesterday, tells the story of the 
disaster in a few words: 

“ ALPEeNA, Sept. 15—6 a. m.—TZo Capt. John 
Prindiville: Harvest Queen sprung aleak and 
sunkin three hours out of sight, twenty-five 
miles southeast from Presque Isie. Crew saved. 
Lost everything. WX. CHRisTix., Master.” 

In the absence of fuller particulars it only re- 
mains to be said that the sinking of the craft in 
so shortatime after springing the ieak is re- 
garded by insurance men here as a singular cir- 
cumstance. Had she struck upon some hidden 
reet no surprise would be manifested. The 
point where the Harvest Queen went down is 
one of the deepest parts of Lake Huron, and 
she will therefore provea total loss, with her 
cargo. The insurance upon the vessel was 
placed by Capt. Prindiville last spring in local 
egencies. It amounted to $8,000, upon a valua- 
uon Of $10,000, and was distributed as follows:

Prom a remark dropped by an agent late yes- 
terday afternoon it may be regarded as highly 
probable that the insurance money will not be 
paid over untila most searchi investigation 
of the causes which led to the ter has been 
instituted. 

The Harvest Queen wasa vessel of 208 tons 
burden. She was built at Detroit by J. M. 
Jones in 1863, and repaired in 1874, 1876, and 1880. 
She classed Bl‘, int Inland Lioyds register, 
with a valuation of $6,000, and yet the under- 
writers saw fit to insure her for upon a 
valuation of $10,000. So, no matter what agen- 
cies produced the disaster, the vessel may be 
considered to have been well sold. She was 
owned by ber master, William Christie, and oth- 
ers of Erie. 

MORE HEAVY WEATHER. 

Another moderate gale from about south- 
southwest set in at 8 o'clock Tuesday 
evening, and continued all day yesterday. 
In the city the wind was scarcely felt, 
but it gathered force on the water 
and rendered Lake Michigan, particularly the 
lower portion, very rough.

THE PILOT ISLAND DISASTER. 


A ial dispatch from Milwaukee, printed in 
THe Trreuneof yesterday, announced, on the 
strength of a report brought by the Captain of 
the steam-barge Mary Jarecki, that a black 
three-and-after, supposed to be the Ciara Par- 
ker, was seen ashore on Pilot Island. No intel- 
ligence of any sort that might lead to a confir- 
mation of the report and the identity of the 
stranded vessel was received here yesterday. 
The Clara Parker is painted iron-ore color. But 
this might readily be taken for black at a dis- 
tance. She icft here on Saturday evening, in 
company with the schooner Higwie and Jones. 
The latter vessel reached Escanaba at 8 o'clock 
Sunday evening, baving made the run down in 
twenty-seven hours. On the other hand. the Clara 
Parker did not get to Escanaba until some time 
Tuesday, as THe TrisUNe’s special dispatch 
from that port, printed yesterday, shows.

Should such prove to be 
the case, then the vessel could dot have gone on 
very hard, neither could she have suffered any 
material injury.

NOTES FROM ABROAD. 
OPPOSITION TO CABLE-TOWING. 

At a meeting of boatmen in Buffalo Saturday, 
Capt. A. S. Rice, of the boats Huntly and Betts, 
said one of his boats had been towed with the 
cable- boats, and had been detained forty hours 
towing across the two sixty-mile levels.
